Spring Feet! 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 
• One of th e signs of spring, along 
with spring fever, is th at th e feet 
begin to h urt. Th is is a perfectly 
natural ph enomenon due to th e 
sudden ch anges of tem peratures 
th at occur th rough th e winter, th e 
ex posure of th e feet to wet and

cold, and th e small traum atism s 
th at occur from slipping and slid­ 
ing around on th e ice and sleet. 
A Canadian ph y sician, Dr. C. C. 
Ross, h as classified th e causes of 
painful feet in a recent article, 
very interestingly : 
Co rn s develop as a result of 
pressure and friction over a small 
area. If th e pressure and friction 
is ex erted over a larger area, cal­ 
losities are produced. Th e cause 
of corns is primarily badly fitting 
sh oes and th e traum atism s and 
tem perature ch anges wh ich I men­ 
tioned above. Th e corns may per­ 
sist after th e badly fitting sh oe h as 
been discarded. 
Treatm ent of most corns is, 
th erefore, to get rid of bad sh oes 
and make an application of corn 
paint twice daily until th e corn 
disa p p e a rs . An effective corn 
paint is: acetic acid—1 dram; 
salicy lic acid—50 grains; flex ile 
collodion to make 1 ounce. 


F lat Feet 


F lat feet cause pain due eith er 
to a breaking of th e longitudinal 
arch or of th e transverse arch at 
th e h ead of th e foot bones. 
Th e ch oice of treatm ent depends 
upon th e ty pe and degree of flat­ 
ness. Mild ty pes are often th e re­ 
sult of weakness of th e muscles 
occurring after an illness and 
standing too soon with out proper 
sh oe support. Simple meth ods cor­ 
rect th is condition. Strapping of 
flat feet, with th e h elp of correc­ 
tive sh oes, is satisfactory treat­ 
ment. 
Ex ercises to strength en th e feet 
consist of rising on th e toes and 
coming down on th e outer sides 
of th e feet, rotating th e toe in a 
counter-clockwise direction with 
th e knees crossed, or stroking th e 
foot up and down th e sh in bone. 
Hallux valgus, or h ammertoe, 
is a very common cause of pain­ 
ful feet, wh ich usually needs sur­ 
gery for its correction. 


small bony spurs or to an inflamed 
bursa near bony spurs. Many of 
th em can be corrected by rest and 
properly fitting sh oes. Occasion­ 
ally th e inflamed bursa must be 
removed surgically . 
Ch ilblain may be prevented by 
giving proper attention to th e 
warm covering of th e foot in win­ 
ter and by care in th awing out 
frozen or nearly frozen feet.

“ Fresh orange juice loses very lit­ 
tle Vitamin C potency on stand­ 
ing in th e refrigerator." Nor m» es 
canned orange juice lose any con­ 
siderable amount for twenty -four 
h ours after th e can h as been 
opened.

A Canadian physician, Dr. C. C. 
Ross, has classified the causes of 
painful feet in a recent article, 
very interestingly; 
Coms develop as a result of 
pressure and friction over a small 
area. If the pressure and friction 
is exerted over a larger area, cal­ 
losities are produced. The cause 
of corns is primarily badly fitting 
shoes and the traum atism s and 
tem perature changes which I men­ 
tioned above. The corns may per­ 
sist after the badly fitting shoe has 
been discarded. 
Treatment of most corns is, 
therefore, to get rid of bad shoes 
and make an application of corn 
paint twice daily until the corn 
disappears. An effective corn 
paint is: acetic acid—I dram; 
salicylic acid—50 grains; flexile 
collodion to make I ounce. 


Flat Feet 


Flat feet cause pain due either 
to a breaking of the longitudinal 
arch or of the transverse arch at 
the head of the foot bones. 
The choice of treatm ent depends 
upon the type and degree of flat­ 
ness. Mild types are often the re­ 
sult of weakness of the muscles 
occurring after an illness and 
standing too soon without proper 
shoe support. Simple methods cor­ 
rect this condition. Strapping of 
flat feet, with the help of correc­ 
tive shoes, is satisfactory treat­ 
ment. 
Exercises to strengthen the feet 
consist of rising on the toes and 
coming down on the outer sides 
of the feet, rotating the toe in a 
counter-clockwise direction with 
the knees crossed, or stroking the 
foot up and down the shin bone. 
Hallux valgus, or hammertoe, 
is a very common cause of pain­ 
ful feet, which usually needs sur­ 
gery for its correction. 


Rigid Toe 


Rigid toe is caused by arthritis 
if the toe joint and may be very 
painful in the late winter and 
spring months 
Treatment con­ 
sists in the application of heat, 
xm trast—hot water and cold wa­ 
ter—baths. 
Painful heels are usually due to 


small bony spurs or to an inflamed 
bursa near bony spurs. Many of 
them can be corrected by rest and 
properly fitting shoes. Occasion­ 
ally the inflamed bursa must be 
removed surgically. 
Chilblain may be prevented by 
giving proper attention to the 
warm covering of the foot in win­ 
ter and by care in thawing out 
frozen or nearly frozen feet.

A nsw er— If orange juice is 
canned without being heated and 
the can vacuum sealed, it does not 
lose its vitamin content appre­ 
ciably. The consumer should ask 
that the m anufacturer state on 
the label whether the product con­ 
tains Vitamin C and whether the 
seal of the Council on Foods of 
the American Medical Associa­ 
tion is on the can. The Council 
found that all brands of canned 
orange juice they examined con­ 
tained appreciable amounts of vi­ 
tamins. The Council also says, 
“ Fresh orange juice loses very lit­ 
tle Vitamin C potency on stand­ 
ing in the refrigerator.” Nor &>es 
canned orange juice lose any con­ 
siderable amount for twenty-four 
hours after the can has been 
opened.
